Proviaiitns  wore  high,  but  arrivals 
were  expected.  A  steady  nml  increasing  burtinesa 
was  in  progrej^s,  and  indicated  well  for  the  autumn. 

Our  atlvicea  from  the  West  report  larger  re- 
•eipts  at  the  ports  and  the  Huppliea  i  n  the  route 
to  thifl  market  are  ninch  increased,  so  that  we  may 
expect  an  easier  miirkot.

Monselino  do  lairjoa 
and  caslimerefl  continue  to  \m  one  of  the  excep- 
tions to  the  general  dulnesa  of  priviite  v^ales.  The 
demand  is  good,  tales  are  (juick,  stock  doo.s  not  ac- 
cumulate, atid  price.-!  are  firm  and  nlea<ly.  An  in- 
crensa  is  taking  [daco  in  the  home  production,  as 
well  as  in  the  importations.  Drills  are  accumu- 
lating in  stock,  with  no  shipping  demand.

Cotton 
flannels  are  dull,  but  a-*  wtocks  are  small  prices  are 
firm.  Ginghams  both  foreign  and  domo-stic  are 
very  quiet  and  have  been  so  nince  the  la'^t  public 
sdle,  whicli  well  supplied  the  trade  at  low  prices. 
The  demand  for  Stripes  is  fair  and  steady  ;  Osna- 
burgs  and  bagging  have  declined  a  Traction.  The 
demand  haa  not  yet  revived,  as  expected.  Sati- 
nets have  been  selling  freely  to  jobbers:  prices  are 
buoyant.  Heavy  Tweedaare  in  request  and  prices 
steady.

The  accounts  from  the  mining  region  are  very 
encouraging  to  those  having  friends  in  that  section 
of  Cilifornio.  The  dry  season  having  advanced, 
the  miners  are  excavating  rocks,  constructing 
tunnels  and  turning  tbe  courses  of  rivers,  in  order 
to  get  at  the  rich  localities.  Heretofore,  miners 
have  contente.i  themselves  with  woikiug  on  the 
surface  only  of  the  gold  region ;  now,  however, 
they  are  resorting  to  tbe  aid  of  machinery  to  test 
tbe  depth  of  tbe  riches.  Tlie  ditHcultiea  between 
the  American  and  foreign  miners  have  linaily 
subsided,  and  tlte  general  estimate  for  this  year's 
produce  of  gold  is  far  above  those  of  any  previous 
one,  and  business  generally  will  participate  in 
this  over  produce. 

The  Bankers  of  Sacramento  have  sustained  a 
run  and  promptly  metall  demands. 

A  heavy  failure  has  oci:urred  in  Sacramento 
City,  involving  liabilities  to  the  amount  of  $l,Uio,- 
000,  covered,  the  papers  state,  by  ^.ssets  amounting 
to  $1,100,000.  Barton  Lee  is  the  name  of  ihe  per- 
son failed,  and  his  assignees  express  full  confidence 
in  his  ability  to  meet  all  demands.
